The editor of The. Vouth's Com- 
panion haw required me to dcHcrihe 
in hiH CO lu in iif* the narrowest eHcape 
from Hudden and violent death that 
has ever befallen me. I am a 
private in the ranks of the con- 
tributors of whom the editor is thi^ 
eommanding ofHeer, and an bo- 
seeniH a good soldier, I salute and 
obey my chief. 

But this particular order of his 
gives me to reflect, if 1 may usi^ a 
French expression. As T sit by the 
lire in my quiet room and recall the 
episodes of a stirring life, I seen* 
to realize that for years tog<^th(M' 
it was litt le els(^ than one continuous 
series of narrow escapes. Then, in 
not a little t>ewilderment, I ask 
myself whi(ih was the narrowest 
of the hundred and one narrow 
escapes th<» details of which rise up 
befere me aH I ponder. 

Was it my rescue from the brokciri 
and batt(vred liinb(ir-sliip from 
Quebec, waterIogge<l in midwint^er 
on the Banks of Newfoundlan<l, on 
that bleak morning wlnui the woin 
and gaunt remnant of us had aban- 
doned hop<s and when the galbint 
Yankee Moses Taylor ranged u[) 
alongside and took us olT in luvr 
life-boat to warmth, comfort and 
safety? 

Was it on that afternoon V)efore 
Haarbruck, when my compatriot 
Batty dashed out into the open in 
front of the Prussian i»i(»ket, and 
opened fire single-handed on a 
whole French briga<le? As he was, 
in the natural course of things, 
promptly shot down, my Scottish 
comrade and I ran out and brought 
him in through the gust of chassepot 
bullets. * 

Was it on that lurid afternoon of 
the struggle to the death between 
the l^aris Commune and McM ahon's 
Versaillist troopers, \vh(»n I was 
stuck up against a wall to be shot 
by a Communist tiring party, and 
Ave minutes later underwent the 
same experience at the hands of a 
Versaillist detachment which had 
put to flight the ferocious gentle- 
man of the Belleville quartt^rV 

Was it on the hillock in front of 
Zaitchar in the Servian campaign, 
when for ten minut<w General 
Drx^ktourofT and myself were the 
targets for a battery of Osumn 
Pasha's Krupp guns, and when (h«^ 
atmosplu^re about us seenuMl a 
chaos of whirling shell-fragments? 

Was it in the Afghan Pass, 
where, as 1 knelt besi<Ie a wounded 
sohlier, pressing my thiunb on tlu^ 
orifice of his bullet-wound that ho 
should not btoed to death, he and I 
were for sonn^ minutes the mark for 
the fire of tins Afridi pocket from 
the top of the overhanging rock ? 

Was it, again, on my long, lonely 
right ride over the Zululand veldt 
from t4u* liattlo-fiehi of Ulundi, 
through a *M)untry rife with hostile 
natives, when I followed a track on 
which an ofUcer and his (wc^ort were 
butchered the same night? 

I |)Ut aside altog(»ther the easiuil 
risks of battle. Tlu^ eseapes in 
action arc^ naturally fre([U(nit and 
narrow, but one is (»onseioiis of but 
a small proj)ortion of them. 

I hav(^ had a man killed immedi- 
ately behind m<s and the l>ullet that 
slew him must have passed bi^t ween 
my left arm and my side. That 
might be ealhMl a narrow eseap(\ 
but I did not kn<»w of it. until after 
it happened. 'I'hen the axiom that 
*' a miss is as goo<l as a milo *' f»?nne 
into fore(^ 

After (he attack on Lc^ Hourgt^t 
by the l^-ussian (Juanis, I counted 
fourteen bullet-holes in tl>e great- 



coat of Major Von Altrock, of the 
QuiMMi Elizabeth Regiment; but 
that gallant and burly soldier, 
who had shown the way over the 
barricade, was not in the least im- 
pressed by those evidences of the 
narrowness of his surprising im- 
munity fnnn scathe, because his es- 
cape was over and past before he 
knew how close it had been. 

In that he differed from the weak- 
nerved Scottish farmer, who, going 
home drink one dark night, rode 
across a crazy foot-bridge over- 
hanging a precipitous cataract. 
Returning next day to look at the 
place, lu^ was so scared by the 
danger he had escaped that he 
died on the spot ! 

Perhaps I may best fulfill the 
tenor of our editor's requisiticm, by 
narrating an experience, through- 
out which 1 (piitc^ realized my im- 
minc^nt danger, and in which, to- 
ward its close, T had resigned hope 
of escaping with life. 

After the capitulation of Paris, 
Fiismarck insisterl that part of 
I'aris should be temporarily oc- 
cupied by the (German troops. 
The entry was 11x*m1 for the first of 
Mar(di, and the force of occupa- 
tion was to consist of thirty thou- 
sand men, drawn from the Sixth 
and Ninth Prussian and Eleventh 
Bavarian C-orp. 

Wh(»n about to enter the French 
capital, those troops were reviewe<l 
by the venerable (German Em|>eror. 
From the siege quarters on the 
Siene's left bank the regiments of 
the (diosen contingent, since early 
morning, had been streaming, on to 
the Longchamps race course on the 
<Mlge of tlu^ Bnis de Boulogne. 

They were m*Mi with nuuuories of 
the haiuigrapph^ in thi^ woods of 
Worth, of the ravine of Gravelotte, 
of the bloody plateau over against 
Sedan. They were men with re- 
t'ollections <»f tlie fathomless mud 
and the apfialling mortality of the 
siege of Metz. Tliey ha<l met Due- 
rot's fl<u*ce battle on yonder slope of 
Fort Champigny, and Vinoy's last 
<h»spairing sortie from the shoulder 
of Fort Valerien. Yet they were 
inc^n brisk, hearty and healthy now% 
as if fresh from tluMr hoiiu* (piarters. 

From the top of the mill of 
Longchamps near the ('ascade, I 
looked down on the gradual forma- 
tion of the long, glittering line, 
facing toward the Seine, with St. 
Cloud and Mont Valerien in the 
farther distance. 1 behold the glint 
of the bayonets, the dancing ban- 
ners, the shimmer of sunlight from 
steet heluH^t and breastplate, the 
sward, sullen guns. 

The great staff and suite of the 
Tmpivrial Crown Prince gathered in 
the centre of the foreground. The 
saluting guns thundered, and the 
air throbbed to the measured cheer- 
ing of the soldiers, as the stalwart 
old monarch of the Teutons gallop- 
ed across the sward, greeted his son, 
and then slowly rode along the ser- 
ried lines. All the princes of th<^ 
Cerman Empire follow<»d the pair — 
a great mass of gorgeimsness. 

The infantry nuirched past to the 
music of the masscnl bands; the ca- 
valry charged with flashing of sabei's 
and thunder of hoofs; and tluMi the 
h(*ads of columns struck through 
th(> alhM*s of the direction of the 
PiH'tc* Maillot, the gate entry. 

I'ra veiling swiftly and by a more 
direct rout4% 1 r(»ached the Arch of 
Triumph in advance of the heads 
of the marching columns. Staying 
to witn(\Hs llu* review had thrown 
nu^ much too late to see a histori(» 
feat. It was that of a young Bava- 
rian, who, with six troopei's, had 
luMided the first ent^sring detach- 
nunit- He leaped his horse over 
tlie chains surrounding the An*h, 
and rode und(»r the slructure eom- 
nuMmu'ating so many French vic- 
t4»ries I 

Hours ago the quartermasters 
had quietly come in with their 
es(»orts, and by this tinu^ had flnish- 
e<l tlu^ task of dial king on the 
doors of t he quartc^r lo be occupied 
the sp(H»ific ch^tail of men whic^h 
(^ach house was to accommodate. 

Ah(»ad down the C-fuvrnps Elysees 
wen^ long lin<»s of cavalry h<»rs<»s 
stainling at th*dr picket lines still 
sacldh'd, while tin* troopers, sword 
(Ui thigh, loungiMl about' (U^ sat on 
th«^ doorsteps, taking in Paris ae- 
ccHuling t«> th<Mf sfulat!*, unemotion- 
al wont. 

The wiruiows of tlu^ housc^s in the 
('hauq)s Elysees were fairly o(»cu- 
pied, through scarcely any respecta- 



bly dressed Frenchmen wereabroad, 
and no ladies. But on the broad 
sidewalk swarmed tatterdemalion 
gamins in wild profusion — young 
rascals of extraordinary pantomi- 
mic faculty, yelling like demons, 
and emitting from time to time a 
concerted shrill whistle that killed 
or disconied the music of the Teu- 
ton bands. * 

Already the versatile rogues had 
learned to mimic the harsh words of 
comnuiiul, and the sonunvhat clum- 
sy gestures of the soldier. The im- 
pudent varlets had thus early gaged 
l4ie temper of the Hussars who 
kept the ground, whom they nu)ck- 
ed without ceasing, in apparent as- 
surance of impunity. 

As I sauntered down the main 
avenue of the Champs Elysees in 
advance of the (lerman infantry,.] 
met the Crown Prince of Saxony, 
the commander-in-chief of the Army 
of the Meuse, riding at a walk to- 
ward the Arch of Triumph. 

During the last three months of 
the siege of Paris I had for the 
most part lived in the Priiu^e's 
headquarters, and had exp(yrienc»ed 
nuiny kindnesses at his hands, I 
had been anxious to obtain permis- 
sion to telegraph copiously in the 
evening from the army ottice in the 
forest of Montmorency, and as he 
pulled up with a cheery greeting I 
took the opportunity to ask for the 
favor. 

A short colloquy on the subject 
ensued between him and his chief 
of staff, with the result which I had 
}io[>ed. Then the prince and his 
stafT rode on, 1 strolling downward 
toward the Place de la i'oncorde. 

Suddenly there wa« a clatter of 
galloping hoofs on the tisphalt, aiul 
Count Vitzthum, an aide-de-camp 
of the |U'ince, reined up his horse 
on the sidewalk in front of me, 
bringing fr<»m his highness the 
courteous message that my old seat 
at the head(iuarters t^iblc was hI ill 
being kept for me. 

Right from the Arch I had ob- 
served three or four persons follow- 
ing me pretty closely They w<»re re- 
spt^ctably dressed, perfcu'tly quiet, 
and migiit hav(^ been either honest 
l)ut suspicious citizens, or profes- 
sional si>ies. They hung about 
about during my brief interview 
with the prince, and were close up 
to me when Vitzthum momentarily 
blocked the sidewalk. 

Down the C'hamps de Elysees they 
kept dogging my heels; and at 
length, near the Rond Point, one 
of their number, which had con- 
siderably increased, came u|xio me. 
He civilly enough made the request 
that I shoulii accompany them to a 
police ofBce in the Faubourg St. 
Honore, for the purpose of giving 
an account of myself; since, alas! 
being in suspicitms famiH'»tM<v wHi^ 
**the enemy." 

The request struck mc ;im itppor- 
tune, because I had been apprehend- 
ing some difticulty in getting out of 
the quarter in (lerman occupation, 
since all the egresses werc> barixxi 
l>y Fnnudi troops under arms. As 
[lassport and journalistic authen- 
tication were quite in order, I did 
not anticipate any bother at the 
hands of the police. 

Telling the h'rench person what 1 
was, and showing him my passport, 
I replied that 1 should be glad to 
accompany him, but that I coul<i 
not d(» so until 1 had seen the (ler- 
nuin infantry now marching down 
the Champs Elysees, in full occupa- 
tion of the Palace de la Concorde 
and the garden of the Tuilleries. 

He bowed and joined his friends, 
who, leaving a couple in close ob- 
servation of myself, stroUetl a little 
w^ay apart tni where a group of very 
sinister-looking Frenchmen stoiul 
about a (Tcnnan oflicer in 
(hiirassier uniform, who wassitting 
<iuietly in the saddle under the 
shadow of the cra|)e-covered st^itue 
of Strasburg. 

I knew the man, an<l they knew^ 
him, foo. Their lurid upward 
glances at the massivt* form of tlu^ 
grc^at war horse were (*harged with 
baleful meaning* liismarck o»um* 
or twice looked down upon them, 
a grim smile uncbu' his nu>ustache. 
At length the most <laring of tlie 
gentlem«Mi of the paynu^nt emitted 
a tentative hiss. Bismarck, with 
a little receptiv^e gesture i»f his 
gaunt letfMl hand, bent over his 
saddle-bow and retiuest^Hl **Mon- 
sieur'* to oblige him with a light 
for his (»igar. The man writhed as 
he compelled himself to comply. 



I felt sure that in his heart he 
wished that the lUcifer were a 
dagger, and that he had the cour- 
age to use it. 

Presently I informed my friends 
that I was at their service, and 
they escorted me toward the Rue 
Boissy d' Anglais, across the neck 
of which extended a line of French 
soldiers, with a seething French 
mob behind it. My escort and the 
otHeer had a brief parley; a gap 
was made, and I was behind the 
line and in the very heart of the 
frowsy mob. 

My escort either abandoned me 
or were hustled away, I never 
kuew which. But I did know that 
1 was alone in a dangerous and 
venomous throng, from which rose 
tierce yells of *' Prussien I" " Co- 
chon I" etc. The nearest rascals 
clutclied and buffeted me, while 
those in the second ring were strik- 
ing at my bare head with their 
sticks. 

I made no resist^iuce, but simpl}^ 
tried to bore through and get free. 
The people whm'c so compacted 
about me that they had no space to 
maul me badly. But the throng 
grew denser ; 1 was being crushed, 
and my head was swimming be- 
cause of the blows from the sticks, 

T made a w^rench to one side and 
got my back against a street door. 
Now, for what it was worth, my 
enemies were in my front. In a 
rough w^ay I could box a bit ; and T 
believe 1 spoiled sundry of the 
nearest faces, 1 know^ I cut my ow^n 
knuckles to the bone. 

But the thick sticks kept ham- 
mering on my head; bottles began 
to fly; and at last eitlier a stick or 
a bottle felled me to the ground. 
Then my legs were clutched with 
shouts and yells of triumph, and I 
found myself being dragged along 
the gutter on my back by genial 
enthusiasts, who loudly proclainu>d 
their intention of dragging me to 
an a<ljacent fountain and drowning 
me in its basin. 

Other cheerful patriots now sur- 
rounded me, making various kicks 
at my body and head. One whole- 
souled person jumped on my chest, 
I honevStly believed that it was all 
now^ over with me, and when I felt 
my senses leaving me I had no other 
thought than that this was the ad- 
vance of death. 

When I recovered consciousness 
I was lying on a wooden guard bed; 
all blood and miid and in rags, 
surrounded by a number of sol- 
diers. I was in a French military 
post . Its garrison had rescued me 
at the point of the bayonet, and I 
w as now their prisoner. 

They gave me some braiuiy, aiui 
washed otT me some of the blood 
and mud. As I revived, my first 
thotight was to seandi for my note- 
book, in which I had written out 
in full a description of the Longs- 
champs review. To my horror it 
was gone; along wnth the cQat-tail 
in the pock(»t of wdiich it had been. 

While I w^is internally bewailing 
myself a citizen in a fine glow of 
triumph rushed into the post. 

*' Voila I'* he shouted, as he wav- 
ed aloft my notebook. **Here is 
evidence that the villain is a spy !" 
Here are his notes — the lies he lias 
been writing about our unhappy 
l>aris !'* 

I could have embraced the man, 
frowsy as he was. His face was a 
study when, in the gladness of my 
heart, I offered him a five-franc 
piece. The implacable patriot ac- 
cei>ted it. 

By auci by, under the escort of 
bayonets, for the mob was still 
dang**rous, I was taken, my rags 
covered by a 8oldier*s greatcoat, to 
the bureau of a sitting magistrate 
two stnM^s off. My companions 
were a man who had sIoUmi an ink- 
bottle, and a woman who had been 
(»aught speaking to a German sol- 
dier. 

I had no difficulty with his wor- 
ship. Fortunately my passport 
aiul credentials were in a pocket 
which had not been reft from me 
by the mob. 

He released me, and with an in- 
imitable shrug an " ure of elo- 
qu<Mit patriotism . of me to 
excuse 'Mhe little inconvenience'' 
I had experienced, on account of 
the '* not unnatural excitement of 
the Paris popub\ce." 

The excitement of the Paris pop- 
ulace had taken a good deal of skin 
off me, but fortunately had broken 
110 bones. The good magistrate 



took me to his dressing-room, and 
lent me a coat in w^hich to walk to 
my hotel. 

In the afternoon I drove to the 
Crown Prince of Saxony's head- 
quarters, and later the same even- 
ing started to London with my 
budget of news. — Archibald Farbes.

Gibbons, in writing a history on 
the decline and fall of the Roman 
Empire, declared it was a personal 
affair. Similarly in presenting to 
the public the history of the Pas-a- 
Pas Club, we are obliged to call 
into account the personal efforts of 
the members, to omit which would 
be like rendering Hamlet without 
Hamlet in it. 

It is comparatively an easy task 
for a few men to meet and decide 
upon a plan of organization, but to 
live through the trials and tribula- 
tions and obstacles which attend 
the formation, is altogether a 
different thing for the club. Deaf- 
mute organizations have sprung up 
like grasshoppers all over the 
country, but many wore consigruul 
to an early grave. The Pas-a-Pas 
C'lub went through years of labori- 
ous toils, trials and crisises in- 
numerable, that more than once 
came near placing it on the cate- 
gory of deceased <jlubs, but to-day 
it ap[)ears as the grandest, the 
largest, and the most liberal club 
in the whole country. The club, 
since its reorganization in the fall 
of 1890, has an average of four ap- 
plications for membership, which is 
limited to men of goo<i moral char- 
acter, at<3a(ih business meeting, an<i 
the actual ac-tive nrenibership at 
present foots up to fifty-(»ight. 

The first step to orgarrization was 
made at a private picnic at Jackson 
Park in the summer of 1882, and a 
few days later seven young men 
met at the residence of C/hester C. 
Codman, where a permanent orga- 
nization was formed, and E. D. 
Kingon elected president. A sug- 
gestive name, offered by Harry 
Reed, of Wisconsin, then visiting 
the city, was adopted, and the clul) 
appropriately named the Pas-a-Pah 
Club, meaning ste[) by step. Ever 
since then a new era marked the 
deaf of Chicago, Social and liter- 
ary meetings were held, and picnics 
and balls were regularly given. 
For a time its growth was remark- 
able, but it had no settled hall of 
its own, and as some members ob- 
jected to paying for not getting 
what they termed "their rnonc^y's 
worth," it was apparent a hanl 
time must be experienced. But 
through the indefatigable efforts of 
iti4 fowmli'tr^ C. C. Codman, then 
president, the club was kept alive, 
and, later, in 1888, its social and 
literary ol)ject changed into that of 
a land association. In the fall of 
1890, pursuant t/O a g(»n(*ral call, 
there was a mass meeting (»f deaf- 
mutes at St, James Church, presid- 
ed over by O. H, Regensburg, and 
it was there deemed advisable to 
effect some sort of an organization 
that could receive the visitors to 
th(^ city during the World's Fair in 
1893, and th<^ delegates to the great 
National Convention of Deaf-Mutes 
in that year. There was a min<»r 
soci<^ty in the city, and a comf»ro- 
mise was effect/^Ml with the lessc^r 
rival to call the new organization 
the "Pas-a-I*as Union." The 
name*, liewever, failed to prove a 
drawing card, and was subsequent- 
ly changed to the old name. Ini- 
me<liately following its reorganiza- 
tion, the club hnised for a ternl of 
three years as temporary head- 
quarters, the entire* fifth floor of 
th(i buihling on the southc^ast 
corner of Clark and Randolph 
streets. Over three hundred 
dollars were expended in improve- 
ments. At the north end of the 
auditorium was a large stage, well 
lighted, i\m\ the club gave lectures, 
deh rid dramatic entertain- 

men 

Among the most, remarkable so- 
cial successes of the club was the 
opening ball, held at Grand Palace 
II(»tel, February 14, and the atten- 
dance was estimated at 400. It 
netted a Wi^vy handHome sum. 
Pnmident Gallaudet, of the Na- 
tional Deaf-Mute College, operuKl 
the lecture program of the club, 
April 18, 1891, and a grand recep- 
tion was tendered him. Since IIh^U; 
the services of prominent p<»rsons 
have been secured, and the month- 
ly lecturers and a<ldresses given are 
well ap[)reciated by the memla^rs 
and tlieir friends. The [irinciple 
of the old land syndicate* still 
exists in the Lakesidf» Lan<l As- 
sociaticui. This Association, which, 
in reality, is an offshoi of thc^ club, 
has sf)eculat-«Ml (ronsich^rabie money 
in lots and shares in real estate. 



[The foregoing was taken from a 
souvenir journal issued by the club 
in 1892. The following is an out- 
line of its progress since then.] 



In the Spring of 1895, the 
quarters of the club mc^ntioned 
above were found inadequate for 
its growing needs, and the present 
commodious quarters, at 82 East, 
Lake Street, wen* leased. Ui'^n^, as 
at the old honn*, the floor was 
found to be capable of improv**- 
nu^nt, ancl the treasury of tin* club 
was drawn upon for about $350, 
which was expended in improve- 
ments. The new home of tlu^ (dub 
is, in size, about twice as large as 
the old rooms on (/lark Street. 
Ev<sry conv<^nien(*<s is at, hand — 
toilet rooms, fdoak nK>ms, for both 
the members ami their lady friends, 
a parlor for the ladies and a smok- 
ing room for th(i sterner sex, a 
kitchen and store room, are tlu^ 
minor rooms. ThcMuain hall will 
seat about 300, or so, p<H>ple - at a 



pinch it might hold 450 or 500. 
The large stage, its complete set of 
scenery, drop curtains, etc., at the 
end of the hall, is something the 
club'especiallyfprides itself upon, 
there being no other club in the 
country which has this adjunct to 
its quarters. The rooms of the 
club are accessible to members at 
all times, each member having a 
key, and they are made good use of 
too. The annual balls and picnics 
given by the club are looked for- 
ward to by Chicago's entire deaf 
population ami add quite a little to 
th(* club's exchequer, as well as to 
the social enjoyment'of its members 
and their friends. 

The part played by the club in 
the World's Congress of the Deaf, 
at Chicago in 1893, as host, is still 
fresh in the minds of those who 
at;t<mded the (congress, and the 
National Association (Convention 
during the same week. To the 
club belongs the credit of making 
the Congress a possibility as well 
as a fact, it having guaranted the 
expenses of ^he Congress and its 
attendant minor entertainments. 
The recei>tion, rancher (smoker), 
[>icni(i, banquet and lectures dur- 
ing (Congress week, demonstrated 
the ability of the club in the line of 
entertaining, and remain in the 
rn<nnory of every one as affaires 
par (excellence for the future club 
of the Pas-a-Pas to endeavor to 
emulate. 

A word as to the men who are 
at, the helm of the club would not 
come amiss. 

Its president, Oscar H. Regens- 
burg, need no introduction to the 
majority of the deaf of the country. 
As one of the managers of the Ex- 
poneni and a contributor to several 
of the papers of the silent press, he 
is well known to the reading public. 
At pnment, lu* is senior member of 
the firm Regensimr'g &> Seckbach, 
printers and lithographers. He is 
a graduate of the Illinois school 
an<l of (lallaudet College, 

First Vice-President George E. 
Morton is a Michigan boy and was 
(educated at Flint. He is employed 
on the Chicago Chronicle^ being a 
[)rinter of about fifteen years' ex- 
perience. 

Edwin D. Kingon, the second 
Vice-President, was one of the 
founders of the club. He is a 
cabinet-maker by trade, and one of 
the most valued employed of A. N. 
Andrews Co., ofBee and bank furni- 
ture manufacturers. Mr. Kingon 
received his education at Jackson- 
ville. 

George H. Cartter, the Recording 
Stvcretary, is another Illinois school 
graduate. Although a printer by 
trade, he is at present engaged in 
the manufacture of electric special- 
ties, 

Sidney II. Howard, the'^Corre- 
sponding Se(;r(*tary, was educated 
at th(? Michigan school, and taught 
there and at Rochester aft(»r his 
graduation. Coming to Chicago 
several years ago, he has sincr 
followed several occnpations, most- 
ly clerical, but is now at leisure. 

Treasun»r Mitchell J, (4rimm is 
also a Michigan school graduate. 
Uv ina printer, and being a modcpt, 
unassuming young man, is best 
known to tlie deaf as having been 
the proprietor an<l manager of the 
KxjH}7ie7if after Mr, Regensburg's 
retirement up to the time of it's 
discontinuation. 

Li brain Frederick Kaufman is 
employe<l as an engraver with thr 
Manz Engraving Co. He received 
his education, mostly, at the Lex- 
ington Avenue school (Dr. Greene's) 
in New York City. 

These seven officers constitute 
the B(»ard of Directors of the club. 
In addition to these the club has 
two trustees, one of which is elected 
every year, and a sergeant-at-arms. 
Philip J, Hasenstab and James 
E. (iallaher, the present trustees, 
are so well known to the deaf that 
the writer feels any attempt at in- 
troducing them would prove su- 
perfluous. Suffice it to say Mr. 
llasenstab's work as the pastor of 
(Chicago M. E. Mission of the Deaf , 
and Mr. Gallaher as a teaeher in the 
Day Schools, speaks for itself. Mr. 
Hasenstab was educated at the 
Indiana scdiool and at (Gallaudet 
College; Mr. Gallaher at Jackson- 
ville. 

Melville E. Cox, the scr- 
gc^ant-at-arrns, claims the Indiana 
school as his ahtin mater. IIc^ is a 
printer by trade, and his manner 
of discharging the duties of hih 
of!ic(» is noted for its faithfulnesH 
and courtesy. 

In addition to its active member- 
shij), the elub has two honorary 
memlH»rs and fourteen iH>n-resident 
m(^mlK^rs. 

The stand laken by the club «m 
edueational matters as connected 
witli the local scdiools for the deaf, 
ami the favorable results, are too 
recent to need repetition lu^re;asit's 
name (and motto) *'Step by Step" 
(Pas-a-Pas) in«4icates, it, like 
'*John Brown's body," still goes 
marching on, and, as yet, no fatix 
jKhH (false stej)) has been charged 
to it's acciount. 

Deaf-mutes, of whatever na- 
tionality or i*ri*^^iH\^ are wcdcoin*^ io 
its ranks, provided, always, a good 
moral (•harjicter is possessed by the 
apf)li(*ant, and its benefits and the 
enjoyment its membership brings, 
more than <M»mp(UJsate for the 
slight cost necessary — an initiation 
fee of $2 and monthly dues of 50 
cents.

The chief interest of the week, 
was centered in the football pime 
yesterday between the Gailaudets 
and Central High School lads.

He was 
educated at the institute, and when 
a mere youth displayed great talent 
as an artist. He was picked out 
from among hundreds of pupils as 
the one who should be given a 
special education at the expense of 
the State. From year to year he 
wascoached along in hi^^rt studies, 
and then he wjis given a course at 
the Hopkins Art Institute. Three 
years ago the directors sent young 
Redmond to Paris, agreeing to 
allow him ffiOO a year for his ex- 
penses during that time. He 
entered the Academy Julian in 
Paris, the second in his cl*C^s, and 
since then he has won fame for a 
youth. A year ago he had his not- 
ed picture, " A Winter Scene on 
the Seine," entered in the Paris 
Salon, and this gave him a reputa- 
tion. As a mark of gratitude to 
the Berkeley directors Redmond 
has made the Institute a present of 
the picture. It arrived from Paris 
to-day, and has been given the 
place of honor by Professor 
Wilkinson at the institute. The 
directors of the Institution have 
been called together to inspect the 
picture to day, and they will for- 
ward a letter of thanks and 
congratulation to the young artist. 
Redmond is ready for the task to 
support himself. He is going to 
remain in Paris and continue his 
studii^s, earning the money to sup- 
port himself by [>aintiug pictun^s.

The state school for the deaf, 
dumb and blind opened yesterday 
for the reception of pupils, in the 
building formerly used as the reform 
school. Ogden people hardly real- 
ize wluit an important institution 
has thus been opened up in their 
uddst. The building has been 
thoroughly rc^modele<i and retitt(Hl 
and is expected to have eighty 
pu}>ils within a few days. Super- 
intendent Frank W. Metcalf an<l 
the other tf^achers generally are 
much pleased witli theii quarters, 
and think the institution destined 
to become one of the finest in the 
west. 

Most of the pupils of Idaho will 
now be educated at the school where, 
as they were formerly sent, to Col- 
oradc*. Superintendent of Public 
Instru(»tion for Idaho, C. A. Foers- 
man came in yesterday bringing 
five pupils. He went on to Salt 
Lake but expects to return to Idaho 
and bring down a number of other 
pupils ere long. At 2 o'clock tliere 
were nineteen pupils enrolled, but 
many more will come in on later 
trains. 

TWO DRPAHTMKNTS. 

The school has a li(c»rary and an 
industrial department. There are 
six teachers in the literary depart- 
ment and four in the industrial 
department. 

The tc^acher in the literary de- 
partment are: E. P. Clark, F. M. 
Driggs, Miss Frances Walker, Miss 
Fi'ances N. Kddy, Miss Cath(»rine 
King and Miss Sara Whalen. Miss 
King [h the oral teacher, instructing 
the deaf in speech and in the read- 
ing of lip signs. She is an able 
and enthusiastic teacher. Miss 
Whalen, teacher of the blind, is an 
instructress of considerable ex}>eri- 
ence, having been connected with 
some of the best institutions of the 
kind in the ccMintry, including the 
school at Hatavia, N. Y. , an<l the 
Perkins school at Hoston. In tlu> 
industrial department the teaxdieis 
are : William McClery, teacher of 
shoemaking ; Mr. Hume, teacher of 
printing; Nephi Larson, teacher of 
carpenter work ; IVfrs. Martha 
Shields, teacher of sewing. Shields 
isalso matron of the institution, and 
is assisted in the teacher of sewing 
by her daughter, Miss Alice 
Shields. Frank W. Metcalf is the 
abh* and energetic superintendent 
of the school.

Miss 
Gillespie is a bonnie of sixteen 
summers, living with her parents 
at 215 Benton Street. Williams 
used to board with the latter, dur- 
ing which he was so attentive to 
Jessie, and a short time ago they 
wanted to get married. The girl's 
parents objected on account of her 
extreme youth, but told Williams 
he will have to wait till she is of 
age, when they w^ll give their con- 
sent. 

But Williams wk5« too impatient 
to wait for that tt\-^ Vears to come. 
He is acquaitited witH'Pet(>r Stuben- 
bordt, as well as f?mne other deaf- 
mutes. Asitl^asibeen proven, he 
induced Peter, who is a young man 
with dark brown ; Ijair, a tailor by 
trade, aiul who resigned from the 
club about thtee 'months ago, to 
take a deaf-mute hidy to the nuir- 
riage license office and procure a 
certificate for them by proxy, giv- 
ing their names as William Wil- 
liams and Jessie Gillespie, promis- 
ing to pay him twenty-five dollars 
for his trouble. 

Sni ben bordt obtained the con- 
sent of Mrs. Henry D. MandeniUe 
to act as his bride, and a license 
was duly issued to thorn on Septeiil- 
ber 21st. On that day they went 
to the residence of Rev. John 
Moore, 1217 yictor Street, Pastor 
of Marian Methodist Church, ami 
were united in the holy bonds of 
matrimony under tlie names of 
William Williams and Jessie Gil- 
lespie. 

• It was then that the facts leaked 
out. Stubenbordt was so elated 
over his success of the game that he 
could not keep it a secret. Last 
Sunday he confessed it to Jt)lin J. 
(;ill. Mr. Gill was so indignant 
that he shouhi play such a dirty 
trick, so he hunted h> Post- Dispatch 
reporter and disclosed the facts to 
him. The result wuh that the re- 
[)ort(^r worked (»n the case and had 
articles in the issties of Tuesday, 
Wednesday and 'l^hursday, all of 
whi<»h would fill four columns of the 
Journal. 

. The manriage- vcertiflcate was 
found by Mim. Gillespie in ^her 
daughter's possession, who said it 
was made in fun hihI meant noth- 
ing. William Williams vigorously 
dc^nied knowing anything nbout the 
marriage by proxy. He says he is 
still engaged to the girl, and will 
be married in two years Mr. 
StubenlK>r<it alno flatly denied the 
charges against him, Init Marriage 
License Clerk Dietering saw him 
Tuesday, and said he felt sun^ that 
he was tlu^ m[in who applied for 
the Williams-C^llespie license. 
Besides in the course of conversa- 
tion with the reporter, Stubenbordt 
wrote the name *' William Wil- 
liams" which is pivcisely like the 
sigmUure on the appiication for 
the license in qu^^stion. 

Said the Rev. Jolm Moore: **I 
married a deaf-tnute couple at my 
home here on the afernoon of Sept. 
21, the same da.v their license was 
issued, (Mir conversation was car- 
ried on entirely with i>oncil and 
paper. ♦' 

''They wrote that their names 
were William Williams and Jessie 
Gillaspie, both' of 215 R<>nton 
Street, and that they w^ere over 20 
and 18 years of age, respectively. 
The woman looked considerably 
older than the young man, who 
seemed scarccdy more than a boy. 
'*When I asked them why they 
did not bring some of their friends 
to witness the marriage, Williams 
wrott^ that he would go out and got 
one. He r(*turiie<i with a young 
m a n wh o i n I i*c>d u ccmI 1 1 i ni s* If ?* s J. 
J. Brown. 

'*l wrote out the w^-Mumi; > (»\vs 
and they Hfgned them, after which 
I wrot^ Uh(* it'oclaration making 
them man and >?*ife.'' 

The nnnistef was anuized when 
told that his description of the 
couple did not at all tit witli that of 
the genuine William Williams and 
Jessie (Gillaspie and that the latter 
was only a child. 

He wiiH more and more perplexed 
when told about the part that Peter 



Stubenbordt and Mrs. Mandeville 
were charged with playing at the 
license clerk's office. 

He wks completely astounded 
when he learned that William Wil- 
liams and Jessie Gillaspie were not 
deaf-mut4>8and were in reality the 
people he wedded, and yet Miss 
Gillaspie had obtained the marj 
riage certiticate. 

'* Whether Peter Stubenbordt 
and Mrs. Mandeville practiced this 
fraud either in seriousness or jest," 
he said, '* they were just hs solemn- 
ly united in the eyes of God and 
the law, by me in marriage. It 
matters not wdiose names they 
gave." 

I can not imagine what reason 
there could have been for the de- 
ception . 

Mrs. H. D. Mandeville looks ten 
years or more older than Peter 
Stubenbordt. No one could have 
possibly taken Peter to be . more 
than eighteen years old, and why 
the clerk issued the license without 
having some one else to prove that 
he is of age, we can not understand, 
except that he falsely swore to it, 
Mrs. Mandeville is sahl to have 
consented to do her part in the 
fraudulent marriage because she 
needed some money to take her 
back to Kansas City, but I have 
sinc^ found out that some other 
had aided her. I do not know if 
Mr. Mandeville was aware of it, as 
he was sick in the City Ilospital at 
the time, and went t^i Natchez, 
Miss. , two weeks ago. 

According to the minister it must 
be accepted that Mrs. Mande^lle 
hp*s two husbands, although the 
certiticate issued to her and Stu- 
benbordt is held by Williams. It 
is not known if the latter is living 
with his bride, but there is no 
doubt they are or will, because 
they have a certificate in their 
names. Stubenbordt holds a dif- 
ferent opinion from the minister, 
disclaiming being legally married 
to Mrs. Mandeville on the ground 
that it was not solemiuzed in their 
names. This is a conundrum 
which will no doubt be settled later. 

All the parties concerned have 
been heard from except Mrs. Man- 
deville. I heard a report last night 
that she was arrested in Kansas 
City, pending an investigation in 
this city, but it cannot be veritied. 

A funny feature of this aiTair 
wjis when the reporter asked Mr. 
Gill if his indignation was aroused 
by a frustrated desire to wed Miss 
Gillepsie himself. He replied with 
a deprecatory gesturt^ and a nega- 
tive shake of the head : ** I don't 
like to see him cheat the license 
clerk.'' 

Stubenbordt has put on war 
paint and is on the hot trail for 
vengance on Gill. Ho said Wed- 
nesday that he has sworn a warrant 
charging Gill with defamation of 
his character, but notice of it has 
not yet appeared in the papers.

Stubenbordt or any of the other 
parties haM3 not yet been arrested 
for fraudulently obtaining the 
license, but subsequent serious de- 
velopments are looked for.

Mr. Hodge had a hearing 
wife and they were very compatible, 
but she got tired of his sphnix-like 
deaf-muteness, and she left him. 
A divorce was granteil to Bill.

The out-of-town visitors out- 
numbertMl last year, and the attrac- 
tions were such that they feel re- 
paid by coming. 

O. F. Harshman is another vvelL 
to-do cobbler from Lawrence, Kan. 
One of his best customers asked 
him, ** Which of the two Billies 
are you for?" *'McKinley" was 
the reply. ** Well, this is the last 
patch you will have put on for me." 
He is now keeping mum on his 
choice.

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One of the most extraordimary 
i*esults of drunken frenzy evivr 
known in the country has just 
occurred in East Prussia.

He called together half a dozen 
ofhiscompanions, who with himself, 
had bet»n drinking heavily, form- 
ed a frenzied sort of court niartial. 

The culprit was summarily tried 
and convicted.

Preparations for the prompt 
execution of the lad were at once 
begun. They bound him hand 
and fmn and placed his head upon 
1 he stump of a tree. One of the 
wretches secured an axe and " the 
sentence ef the court" was actually 
about to be carried out, when the 
terrified boy's mother and elder 
bn>thers, attracted by his screams, 
rushed to his rescue. 

They wrested the axe from the

His memory deserves to be 
cherished by the deaf of all ages to 
come. It is especially b(?fitting the 
deaf of this enlightened age to 
establish a cusUim of honoring his 
memory as suggested. 

The way to observe th(^ day 
would be to clos<.' the s<diools for 
deaf, and hold memorial services 
or celebrate it in any other tilting 
way. The closing of the schools 
would give the day the effect of a 
National importance and render 
the observance more common. It 
would afi'ord the s<;hools an op- 
portunity of infusing the minds of 
the pupils with a spirit of love, 
gratitude, loyalty, and patriotism. 
This would not only b<* a [>iefising 
change, but valuable instruction, 
for we may [yresurae that in their 
years of discretion they would cMs- 
play the same spirit for their 
country, A patriotic school creat<is 
patriotie (dtizens. 

As Gallaudet was born in l*liila- 
delphia, and as the suggestion to 
establish Gallaudet Day also has 
its birth here, we would now be 
giad U> see the great school here 
tak<! the initiativ(? in declaring it- 
self in favor of observing (iallaudft 
Day on December lOth, 1890. 
Others would be sure to follow 
them. Let the deaf in all the large 
cities agitate the mattf^r among 
the!;* silent folk, an*l nrernoralizi?
